THE present material prosperity France is undoubtedly great, 
but it scarcely equals her capabilities. She is im one respect in 
the condition of America when first opened to the industry of 
Europeans, with great undeveloped resources, while her people have 
great knowledge and skill. Between the cap bility of prod ucing 
12 more bushels of wheat from every acre of ground in a grea 


country occupied, and the capability of prod icing 12 bushels from 
a great multitude of acres not yet occupie d, there is no substantial 
difference, but what is in favour of the acres ali veady occupit d, - 
ready intersected by roads, and already provided in their imme- 
diate proximity with rich marke r and all the means of improve- 
ment. Weare astonished, not that France is making such rapid pro- 
gress, but that she is not making, a has not made for 40 year 
more rapid progress. But the progress she has made, though so 
little in comparison to our progress and the progress of the United 
States, has been sufficient for the poor ambition of her successive 
rulers ; and, satisfied with it, the y have praised and maintained a 
system of protection which has arrested development. Worse still, 
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they have attributed the little development which has dee place 
to protection, and accordingly propose to preserve it. W ith a soil 
more than half cultivated, with a deplorable and ine reasing 
deficiency of cattle, with the worst iron instruments or tools of 
any nation of Western Europe, except in rare instances and in q 
the great ineeualities in the condition of her dif.

0 verted to by one of the correspondents of the Mark Lane 
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with a few exceptions of 
all the great improvements in husbandry have been made 
by tenant-farmers, and that some of the  tenant-farmers 
are amongst our most intelligent capitalists; while the farming 
prize reports of the Royal Agricultural Society’s Journal bear tes- 
timony to the literary ability of no small number of farmers. We 
believe that it is to the tenants not the landlords of England the 
community must look for future improvements of landed property 
and of husbandry, and we have not the slightest doubt that all 
classes of english farmers will be found full equal to any statistical 
returns they may be called upon to make. Amongst the means 
of encouraging agriculture about to be adopted by the French 
Government, is the advance of money to landowners by way of 
loan to be repaid by instalments, in the way previously alental in 
this country. This plan is better suited to france, where so much 
is undertaken by the Government, than to this country; and it 
may possibly give some additional impetus to the improvement of 
husbandry in France which has now fairly set in. Our own and 
the French markets for corn are now so intimately connected, 
that what is likely to improve the agriculture of the one country 
cannot be uninteresting to the other. 

M. Lavergne estimates the average yield of wheat throughout 
France at only 12 4-5 bushels per acre, which is less than half the 
supposed average per acre in England. A small acreable increase 
in France will make a wonderful difference in the supplies of 
wheat in that country. We hope that many of our farmers will 
avail themselves of the approaching Paris Agricultural Exhibition 
to see some of the fine corn-growing districts which are within 
casy reach—by railway—from that city.

s. An essential requisite to their improve- 
ment is increased cottage accommodation; and that must be, for 
the most part, provided by the landed proprietors. 


We have all heard of the deficiencies in this respect in the 
Southern and Western counties of England, and for such the land- 
owners are really answerable. Instead of building additional 
cottages on their estates as population has increased and the 
wants of husbandry have called tor more labourers, landlords have 
| everywhere pulled down cottages in order to prevent poor persons 
becoming chargeable to the parish. 

‘This was natural enough in times now happily passed away 
when the peasant and the pauper were identical. But unfortu- 
| nately an effect of a past state of things remains in scanty cottage 
accommodation. ‘This applies to England. In Scotland there has 
been no such destruction of cottages as has taken place in England, 
| but the cottages are there generally of a very inferior kind. In- 
deed, in the Northern counties in England, as well as in Scotland, 
the living and sleeping rooms are the same, and there can 
be little of that privacy which is essential to cleanliness and. pro- 
| priety. So strongly has this been felt by a few of the chief land- 
owners and farmers of North Britain, that an Association has been 
formed “ for promoting improvement in the dwellings and domestic 
condition of agricultural labourers in Scotland,” of which the 
second annual report is now before us. The plan of the Society’s 
operations is thoroughly practical. Having employed a very 
competent architect, the Association furnishes plans, estimates, 
and specifications of cottages with their fittings, adapted for pro- 
moting the comfort ana social improvement of the rural labourers. 
‘The plans and specifications furnished by the present report and 
some accompanying drawings, will be of great use toevery one who 
has cottages to build. A cottage on the plan furnished would cost 
about 902. It is admitted that per se this would not be a profitable 
outlay. Indeed, the report states “ the directors find that they 
cannot profess to give plans for cottages, having all the requisites 
for comfort and social deceacy, at a commercially remunerating 
per centage on the outlay of their erection; and they are confi- 
dent that where such is insisted on these humane provisions must 
to a great degree be sacrificed ; but the directors do profess to af- 
ford directions for building cottages where a plain style is adopted, 
which shall embrace all these, and yet yield such a per centage on 
the outlay as, with a corresponding increase in the efficiency of 
their occupants as labourers, will prove highly remunerating to both 
jandlordand farmer.”

METROPOLIS. 


HEALTH OF LONDON DURING THE WEEK.—Since the middle of April 
when in an improved state of the temperature the deaths in London were 
reduced to little more than 1,040 in a week, the mortality has shown 
some tendency to increase. Last week the deaths rose to 1,154, the 
effect probably of atmospheric change, the mean weekly temperature, 
which had risen to 48°5 deg., having afterwards fallen to 41°3 deg. In 
the 10 weeks corresponding to last week of the years 1846-55 the average 
number of deaths was 1,009, which, if raised proportionally to increase of 
population becomes 1,110. Hence it appears that the rate of mortality 
last week was above the average. Last week the births of 886 boys and 
815 girls, in all 1,701 children, were registered in London. In the 10 
corresponding weeks of the years 1846-55 the average nutnber was 1,521. 
At the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, the mean height of the barometer 
in the week was 29°795 in.; the mean on Friday was 30°015 in. The 
highest reading occurred on that day, and was 30°04 in. ‘The mean tem- 
perature was higher than in the preceding week; it was 44°3 deg., which 
is 7.7 deg. below the average of the same week in J8 years (as determined 
by Mr Glaisher). The mean daily temperature rose slightly above the 
average on Saturday, but on all the previous six days it was much below 
the average, the extent of depression having varied from 7 deg. to 11 deg. 
On Saturday the thermometer in the shade rose to 68 3 deg., the highest 
reading in the week; on the same day, in the sun, it rose to 90°1 deg. 
The lowest reading in the shade in the week was 29°8 deg. on Monday, 
and the entire range was consequently 38°5 deg. The mean dew- 
point temperature was 36°9 deg., and the difference between this and 
the mean temperature of the air was 7'4 deg. The mean temperature 
of the water of the Thames was 49 deg. The wind was in the north-east 
and east till Wednesday afternoon: thereafter it blew constantly from 
the north. The amount of horizontal movement of the air on Wednes- 
| day was 300 miles; and the pressure on the square foot, as measured by 
Osler’s anemometer, was 10 lbs. Rain to the amount of 0.32 in, fell on 
she same day. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


FRANCE. 

There has been no change in the commercial state of Paris. The cold 
weather continuing arrested the sale of manufactures, which went on so 
favourably at the latter end of April. The manufacturers, however, have 
received important orders from abroad, and the Russian commission 
agents purchased large quantities of articles of toilet and fancy goods. 
The corn market has again experienced numerous variations. The rise, 
| however, is general. ‘The flourand wheat put up to public auction having 
| found a ready and profitable sale, speculators set up new pretensions. 
The price of the tirst quality of flour, which had fallen last week in Paris 
from 92f to 85f per sack of 157 kilogrames, had again risen to 90f and 
even 92f. The stock remaining at the halle on Saturday had decreased 
| to 20,400 metrical quintals. The cold and rain induced many farmers to 
keep their grain instead of sending it to market. Nevertheless, it does 
| hot appear that the growing crops have suffered materially from the cold, 
| and a few days’ heat would suffice to remove all apprehensions. The 
wants of Lower Languedoc and of the country watered by the Rhone 
imparted considerable activity to the corn trade at Marseilles, and during 
the week there was a slight, but progressive, advance in rates. ‘The price 
| Of cattle was very firm at the last markets of Poissy and Sceaux, and the 
supply was pretty fair. The frost with which certain localities of the 
| east and south-east of France was visited in the nights of the 5th and 6th 
| inst. has done much injury to the vines. In the Nievre they have irre- 
trievably suffered. In the neighbourhood of Grenoble the vines, as well 
as the mulberry and the walnut trees, and even the crops in the ground, 
which presented the most luxuriant appearance, were seriously damaged. 
The results were also disastrous in many of the vine districts of the He- 
| raultand Var. In FrancheComté the loss sustained was considered irre- 
| parable on many points, and in Burgundy this late frost prove: fatal to 
most of the younger vines. The fall in the price of wine has been of 
course checked at Bercy and in the southern markets. Brandy remains 
Stationary, but its sale has become easier. 

UNITED STATES. 

The New York commercial accounts report that in the stock market 
here was more activity apparent, and a gradual appreciation of prices 
going on. Without any very speculative movement, there was evidently 
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more disposition to buy on the part of regular investors. State stock 
and the leading railroad bonds met with the most favour, and the quota- 
tions at the close showed an advance in prices. In the money market 
there was no alteration of importance, call loans being readily obtaina- 
bleat 7 per cent. The Bank statement for the week ending the 26th 
inst. showed a decrease in loans of 1,226,221 dols, and an increase in 
specie of 144,725 dols. The exchange market had been very firm; some 
bankers had raised their prices to 10 per cent. for sterling; the business 
in general was very moderate. 

The New York Courier and Inquirer calls attention to the excessive 
importations now going on. ‘There is a degree of recklessness shown 
in the import trade, which not only for the time being causes a 
stringency in the market, but must eventually lead to more disastrous 
results. For instance, the Custom-house duties for the month are 
within a fraction of 4,000,000 dollars against nearly 2,000,000 in April, 
1855. The importations have been largely under orders. from a conviction 
(prevailing 90 days or four months since) that the war would continue, 
and the demand for breadstuffs at high prices be fully maintained. It 
would now appear that the increase in exports of domestic produce 
is but trifling, while the aggregate imports are 100 per cent. beyond 
those of 1855, viz.:—

News from Monte Video is discouraging, and matters are reported as 
very unsatisfactory.

A serious question had arisen between the Government of Paraguay and 
the French Consul, respecting the treatment of French settlers, and it was 
feared that some trouble would ensue with the Italian colony at Patagonas. 

The coffee market at Rio was inactive, and prices were maintained.

THE CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 

We have received files of papers from the Cape to the 22nd of March 
inclusive. On the 13th of March the third session of the first Parlia- 
ment of the colony was opened by Sir George Grey. After stating that 
the public business of the colony had rendered it necessary to seek the 
advice and assistance and to request the authority of the Parliament for 
the expenditure during the current year of such sums as were necessary 
to enable him to carry on the Government of the country, his Excellency 
entered into a detailed statement of the policy he proposed to pursue 
upon the frontier. Sir George Grey then proposes for the sanction of 
the Parliament a plan of immigration :—‘“ The general outline,” he says, 
“ of the plan which I would propose for your consideration is as tollows : 
—That the Government should be by law authorised to raise for immi- 
gration purposes the sum of 200,000/, by the sale of debentures, bearing 
interest at the rate of 6 per cent., payable either in London or Cape 
Town, the principal and interest forming a first charge upon the revenue 
of thecolony. Such debentures to be issued in sums of not less than 
50/ each, to be disposed of by tender. The debentures and the interest 
due on them would be payable to order; and the date to which the 
interest had been paid, would be endorsed on the back of the debenture 
at the time of payment; they would thus form a valuable and convenient 
security. Only those who have witnessed the extraordinary development 
which is given to the growth and resources of a new country from the 
adoption of a systematic introduction of immigrants into it can rightly 
appreciate the change which such a system would produce In the con- 
dition and prospects of this country. In some respects the Cape of 
Good Hope holds out greater advantages to immigrants than any other 
colony; for, while it offers to them those advantages in regard to the

Government should at once proceed to such measures as wiil protect, for 
the future, the lives and property of our citizens from the lawlessness of 
the infuriated rabble of New Grenada—especially insisting upon such 
guarantees in that respect, as will not only vindicate the national honour, 
but obtain for us indemnity for the past and security for the future. 

The money market is becoming decidedly tight, several of the banks 
having called in their loans during the week, to the decided disadvantage 
of borrowers. Sterling exchange is now about up to the specie point, and 
we must expectSheavy drafts upon our Californian gold accessions, until 
there shall be a reaction in the rates. Money cannot be called scarce, 
but the complexion of future possibilities may soon impress upon the 
banks such a precautionary policy in calling in their loans, and narrow- 
ing their line cf discounts, as will give a turn of the screw that will be 
felt in every department of trade. 
¢ The Africa on Wednesday took out upwards of a million of dollars 
in specie, and this amount will be augmented to nearly two millions by 
the Arago, which sails to-day. To counterbalance this outgo, however, 
we have 1,928,573,dols from California by the Illinois. The current morey 
rates are 8 to 10 per cent. per annum—an; advance of fully 1 per cent. 
on,the week. s The balance in our Sub-Treasury now reaches 9,656,175 
dols, and the amount in all the United States depositories subject to draft 
on the 21st ult. was 24,885,073 dols. Of this amount some ten millions 
will probably be disbursed within the next thirty days. 

_ By a recent decision in the United States District Court in New 
York, in a case which involved the question whether the Govern- 
ment could now levy for the recovery of old claims against those 
who had availed themselves of the provisions of the Bankrupt Act, 
it was settled that the plaintiffs or Government were barred from 
proceeding against the defendant and it was ordered that all fur- 
ther proceedings ther20n be stayed, and the Marshal deliver up 
and restore to the defendant all property levied upon or seized by 
means of the said executions or any of them. After a bankruptcy 
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duly gone through, the Government cannot attach the property of 
a bankrupt subsequently acquired for old debts. The importance 
of this decision may be estimated from the fact, that during the years 
1838 to 1841, the Government had instituted in the district of New 
York about 2,028 actions upon Custom-house bonds, and in the 
same period obtained judgments thereon to the extent of 898,433 
dols, besides costs, under which judgments the District Attorney 
announced in court that 289 executions had been recently issued, 
all of which will be practically set aside by the ruling of the court.

For delivery in September and Octo- 
ber several purchases have been effected, at a slight decline upon our 
quotations of the 19th ult. Cotton—The favourable advices received 
for cotton have caused increased activity in this market. Very little 
change in value is however observable, but this circumstance is ac- 
counted for by the rise in freight of this article, which, for Liverpool di- 
rect, is at present 7-16ths to 7-]6ths of a penny and 5 per cent. per Jb 
for sailing vessels, and by steamers 3-4ths of a penny per Jb.

The favourable termination of the peace conference in Paris has exer- 
cised a marked influence upon the cotton trade; prices have been con- 
stantly rising, and we quote now:—Middling, 5 89-100d to 6 02-100d ; 
good middling, 6 15-100d; middling fair, 6 27-100d, free on board, 
all charges included, freight #d, exchenge 9 per cent. The receipts have 
been large, amounting in the aggregate during the last four weeks to 
350,900 bales, and a crop of more than 3,500,000 bales appears now to 
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be beyond all doubt. We, however, do not look for lower prices, as the 
rapidly increasing consumption, as well in Europe as also in our manu. 
facturing districts, will absorb the last year’s production. The receipts 
at this port during the last fortnight amount to 30,348 bales, and the 
exports to 43,600 bales, leaving a stock on hand and on shipboard not 
cleared, of 42,538 bales against 36,474 bales at the same time last year, 
Sea Islands—There has been a fair demand for this cotton, at very ful 
prices. Our stock is now reduced to 1,500 bales, and transactions there- 
fore are light.
